• Business Development - Bud Ovrom, Deputy Mayor of Commercial and Residential 
Development, spoke regarding efforts to attract more tenants for the Century Corridor 
office buildings by offering business tax reduction to new tenants of office buildings and 
potential obstacles from City Attorney’s office.
